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How to .Prevent Power Shortages 

"Where hove the nation's most serious electric 
power shortages occurred? The answer is: in the re- 
gions where the federal government has the whip 
hand, and where the socialized power movement is 
well advanced. Two prime examples are the Ten- 
nessee Valley and the Pacific Northwest. 

In regions where private, regulated enterprise 
provides the power, on the other hand, there have 
been no shortages and often supply has been ma- 
terially grenter than demand. One unusually inter- 
esting Illustration is found in Montana— a private 
power state. Surplus power from there has con- 
sistently been transmitted to power-hungry Oregon 
and Washington, two of the states where socialized 
power is in the saddle. 

There is a perfectly logical reason why this 
should be the case. When confronted with the spec- 
tre of socialization, along with tax subsidized, tax- 
free competition, private enteprise is handcuffed. 
It is blocked from expanding normally. The na- 
tion's increased power needs then become largely 
dependent on political instead of economic factors. 
And shortages and dislocations are inevitable. 

Dr. Paul J. Raver, administrator of the Bonne- 
ville Dam system, recently created a stir by urg- 
ing that the fedurnl government get completely out 
of the power business in that area, and that an 
interstate agency, run by a commission which would 
either be appointed by the governors of the states 
concerned or elected by the people, take over. There 
is much difference of opinion as to the technical 
details of the proposal. But one thing is sure — 
getting the government out of the power business 
would be an unmitigated boon to this country ._

Crutches Can 6c Chains 
P. Harvey Middleton, president of the Railway 
Business Association, recently wrote on seme of the 
major problems confronting the railroad industry to- 
day. Two of the most serious are inadequate earn- 
ings and inequitable competition. Of these, Mr. Mid- 
dleton said: "Thero- is no cheaper insurance for the 
nation as a whole than for the regulatory authorities 
to permit the railways to earn enough to maintain 
"and improve their properties and pay a reasonable 



return to those whose money Is needed to keep the 
railways going. . . . 

• "The railways carry about three-fifths of all Inter- 
city commercial freight and about half of the com- 
mercial passenger traffic of the country, and there- 
tore an early solution of the problems created by 
the existing Inequalities in regulation and competi- 
tion is essentia! in the Interests of our peacetime 
economy. It Is equally Important from the stand- 
point of national security. 

"Some .... have suggested that the answer might 
be to equalize the situation by some form of sub- 
sidy lo the railways. The railway industry, our 
strongest bulwark against socialism, does not ask 
and does not want any subsidy, That would be an 
entering wedge to nationalization. As U. S. Senator 
John W, Bricker of Ohio remarked not long ago: 
'Government crutches too often turn into chains/" 
In transportation, as in any enterprise, the public 
interest requires that none be either favored or pen- 
alized, that alt compete on a fair basis, and that 
all have the chance to gain a fair return for services 
rendered. That is the only sound policy. .

Work Is the Barometer of Prices 

The president of the American Meat Institute 
recently discussed some of the problems that con- 
front the meat Industry. All members of it must 
work increasingly closer together, he observed, to 
withstand and overcome the obstacles which so 
often appear — such things as the onslaught of dis- 
ease and weather, the problems of competition and 
regulation, and the effect of prejudice' and misunder 
standing. 

Then he said thot the greatest problem of all, 
so far as the meat Industry is concerned, is to cor- 
rect public beliefs about meat and meal prices which 
are based on misinformation and misconceptions. 

The price of meat, he went on, seems always to 
be a matter of concern to the consumer, Some 
years ago when certain meats sold at retail for as 
little as 10 or 15 cents a pound there was complaint 
about prices. More recently, as inflation has forced 
up meat prices along with the prices of practically, 
everything else, the meat- industry has been the tar- 
get of criticism — some malicious, some stemming 
from honest misunderstanding. 

In the last half-century meat prices have not in- 
creased as much as wages. In 1901, it took 52 min- 
utes of labor by the average worker to buy a pound 
of meat. In 1926, it took 37 minutes. Today it takes 
but 30 mmutes. So the real price of meat to the 
consumer, as measured in terms of the - amount of 
work necessary to earn the money to buy it, is less 
now than in the so-called "good old days."
